“It is estimated by the U, S. 
Department of Agriculture that 
$200,000,000 worth of soil fertili- 
ty is lost each year in the United 
States by allowing the rich top- 
soil to wash away, 

“The chief treasure of farm 
land lies within the top six inches. 
There is the farmer's capital—we 
must conserve it,” 

It was pointed out by the speak- 
er that 125 billion pounds of plant 
food is removed from American 
farm lands by erosion each year. 
This material may be conserved by 
proper terracing.
